Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Castro et al. (Prior art of record), dislcoses a 
coating on a prosthesis. The polymers listed as suitable include polycaprolactone and PCL-co-PEG. Applicant claims that the AB block- 
copolymer, the PCL-co-PEG, is capable of absoribing about 5% or more water by mass of the AB block copolymer. Castro et al. is silent as 
to the water absorbing properties of the polymer. However Applicant has defined the AB block-copolymer in instant claim 1 0. Since m and 
n. the lengths of each monomer, are defined as postive integers this structure includes all forms (monomer lengths) of PCL-co-PEG. 
Applicant has argued that one of ordinary skill in the art would understand that block copolymers formed from the same kinds of monomers 
do not necessarily have the identical chemical structure. While this may be true, Applicant is claiming all ranges of monomer lengths. 
Applicant argues that Castro et al. do not teach the identical chemical structure, The examiner respectively disagrees as Applicant's have 
defined the AB block copolymer to include all monomer lengths. Since the polymers of Castro et al. read on this structure they would have 
to be the same structure. It is incumbent on Applicant to demonstrate that the polymers of Castro et al. are not capable of absorbing about 
5% or more water by mass of the AB block copolymer. 



The of claim 1 under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph as being indefinite for failing to particular point out and distincly claim the subject 
matter which applicant regards as the invention is withdrawn in light of the admendments filed 5/20/08. 
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
